( HERSH — HERSCH - HIRSH - HIRSCH ) 


An Historical review of this family name 
as it appears in the records. 


German source. Based upon the German nown HIRSCH. The 
general defination, expressed for English understanding for 
olden times, was DEER or HART. To a German it inference was 
Forest Ruler, in which regard they held the Deer. 

However, the word, in German, also has quite a number of 
use-definations, depending on the inference in the conversation. 
It is employed to complete the suggestion of Royal birth. It 
Gan mean one shorn of spirits. in the form of Der Hirsch it 
dmplies ome distinguished of ten. Similar to the popular 
expreseion, "He's one in a hundred." Inferring a rare good 
fellow, or loyal friend. In ancient times the people calied 
the established robber-barons "Der Hirsch." They had acquired 
a reputation of the same romantic order attributed to the 
Emglish Robin Hood. They held forth in the forests, robbed the 
rich merchant caravans, and lavishly attended to the direst 
wants of the chronically improverished inhabitants. 

Obviously became a base-name out of which a great variety 
of family names derived. The early records clearly indicate 
that Hirsch was pronounced closely te, and a little softer than, 
Warech, which carries the same meaning as the English word 
Harsh. Rrhaps for this reason, in later times (meaning several 
hundred years ago) it was frequently spelled Hersch. That brought 
it closer to the two words Harsch and Harsh, as it gradually 
lost its older distinct application, In the later times, when 
the B occured in the first syllable of names and nouns, the 
Germans and French - followed by the Buglish - pronounced it as 
we use A. 

An example of such a survival to our times is the noun 
SERGEANT, which we still pronounce SARGENT, or SARJUNT. Another 
ig CLERK, then pronounced GLARE, and still is when used as a 
name. When Hirsch or Hersch came to the New World, it thus 
fell into the spelling Hersh, yet pronounced HARSH, due to usage, 
(Prom the records after 1800, it appears that a similer evolution 
of the mame was going on in Germany. We find immigrants coning 
as HARSCH and HARSH). 

During the 1700s it was HIRSCH - HERSCH - almost immediately 
taking the spelled form of HERSH, but pronounced HARSH. In the 
late 217008, however, a sharp division took place. fhose of the 
name who steyed in Bastern Pennsylvania held to the spelling of 
HERSH, and allowed the pronounciation to change, because of 
the E, until now it sounds near to hearse. Those of the ntane 
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HARSH 


HERSH who migrated westward, which in those times meant 
western Penneylvania, northwestern Maryland and Virginia, 
agreeably allowed the spelling to become HARSH, thus 
adjusting the spelling to f1t the pronunciation. In studying 
the records, it is easy to observe that this same change 
occured to all other names in the westward march. Such as 
Hensel to Hansel; Heuse to Hause and then to House; Mersch 
to Marsh; Sommers to Summers; etc. ; 

Thereupon, the records clearly show the same ancestor 
for widely seperated Harsh and HERSH family stems. 

Evidently, one of the variations of Eirsch in Germany 
was Hirschi. A few instances of such spelling are found in 
the early import lists. As near as it may be fellowed out 
in later records, it became changed to Harsha and Harshe, 
and still later some families were satisfied with just plain 
Harsh. Horsch seems to have been @ variation also. Phere. 
are vague inferences in the records that a very few of that 
spelling progressed to Harsch. However, it is quite clear 
that most of the name settled into Hursh, Hurst, Herse 
and Horse. Hursh and Herst is a wide-spread English name, 
and hundreds upon hundreds came from England under that 
name all along the records. 

Immediately after 1750 the inflow of Irish began, and 
it is amazing how they swarmed over Hew York, New Jersey 
and thereabouts. They brought with them the name HARSHAY, 
sometimes spelled in the earliest records as Hershew and 
Rurshu, or Hersheu. A few of the Harshaw became Harsha and 
Harshe, and still a smaller few just made it Harsh. 

HERSHY is undoubtedly a distinctly different family 
tree, I would guess from the Dutch. It appears as Hershee 
and. Hershy very strongly in the records well before the 
import lists began. Wholly in the southeastern portion of 
Pennsylvania. Furthermore, it quite clearly was pronounced 
just about as spelled. It slowly developed into Hershey. 
Wever do the records confuse it with any of the foregoing, 
however closely may the spelling have been jumbled for the 
nounce. The same thing is trne of Marsh and March. Never 
are they muddled with the others. Proof enough, therefore, 
that each of the base-names came here with its own distinct 
pronunciation. 

Many other similar base-names appear in the early records, 
and can be observed going thru the same evolution of 
adjustment, but never becoming meshed or "pen-handled* into 
complete disorder. Some of them are} Kersh; Resch; Drish; 
Rasch; Dosh; NWarsh; Forsh; Brish; Desch; Larsh; Bosch; etc. 
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HARSH 


All thru the records there appears name-formations 
having Harsh in them. Such as, Harshan; Harshiser; 
Harshel; Harshner; Harshbarger; Harshman; Harshfield, 
and & few others rarely. Of course, the Harsh part, 
in the earlier 1700 records was spelled Hirsch. After 
1800 the records indicate that now and then a family 
of one of the above-listed names would drop the last 
half, and continue then on as a HARSH family. 


Today, mearly every one assumes that his name as he 
writes it today came to him down thru the centuries just 
that way, and if he happens to come across that nane 
in a book recounting ancient times, he is inclined to 
urge that he descends directly from that person. Few 
assumptions can be farther from the facts. In between 
here and way-back, endless developments and changes 
eccured. Added to which the the am&@sing increase and 
turn-over of the population. Added to all that, it is 
quite likely that the transcriber or printer-editor of 
book modernized the name to make it readable. 

The same name of most all of us sprang up in the wide- 
spread population many times, each time obviously springing 
up independently of all the other instances. The names 
were usually acquired from places, trades, occupations, 
personality, physical defects, individual abilities, and 
many other such helps. The children of such sometimes 
would acquire by the same means a different name. 

These are the reasons why, tho discretely allowed to 
remain unobserved, the so-called science or art of Heraldry, 
Seigaiory, Feudal Escutcheons, Coats-of-Arms, etc. is a 
harmless, and therefore classed as a genteel deception. 
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in digging down to bed-rock in the old records, such as 
this study intends to attempt, the essential thing is to 
without regret lay aside all assumptions of things as we 
know the today, and become adjusted as well to the freedom 
Ye Olde Scribes exercised in the spelling of names. They 
never asked "How do ye spell it?® - not they! Wames were 
spelled as many different ways as there were scribes. Above 
all, phonetic spelling was the single rule for names. 

However, it is evident that the scribes gave weight to 
many other factors, such as (I) he knew one language and 
his subject knew another; (2) the speaker of the mame could 
not speak clearly, or the enunciation was blurred - as is the 
case with we, ourselves this day for that matter - and having 
a strange ear to it, the Scribe suited himself in the matter 
of getting the sound down on paper. 


So let us deduce by careful study and analysis - never 
resting any case on assumption or supposition. 
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HISTORICAL BAREBONES 


It is necessary that we recall the salient features of 

the Times we are going back to visit. Then there was an 
areS in Germany adjacent to France called the Palatinate. 
Now lying within Bavaria, Rhine Province, Bader and Hesse. 
There runs the river Wurttemberg, on the banks of which 
one of the several villages called Rothenstein, but this 
one in Gentral Pranconia. There, also, in his time, lived 
_ and worked Martin Luther. He began the chan of events 
that caused the very early German immigration to America. 

By 1650 most of the Palatinate population had become 
Lutherans. Also, by then the Thirty Years War had wasted the 
territory. As it slowly recovered, Louis 14th of France 
sanctioned marauding expeditions into the area to kill all 
the heretics. That,is, - protestants. Without compunction 
whole families were siaughtered. Yet, the population hung 
on. Between 1680 and 1700 William Penn visited the province 
several times, to persuade immigration into Penns Land. 
However, he was business-like. His efforts were directed 
towards organizing companies to which he would sell blocks 
ef land, and the companies were to send settlers. The 
times were not favorable for more than a few small deals. 

The murdering marauders, meanwhile, were worse than 
war. They ranged about night and day, no ome knowing where 
next. fhe population failed to receive organized help from 
any direction. For political peace gripped the nations 
while conceiving another brood of wars. 

fo escape the sporatic massacres, many of the inhabitants 
managed to slip away to the coast and over to England. 

Here began another epsode, uo better than the last. Something 
like five thousand of them made the escape. All robbed and 
in abject proverty. England was embroiled in far-flung 

State affairs. Spain, Portugal and France shonldering her 
and each other for world power. For one concern, France was 
gaining strength in the territory we now call Ganada. Well 
in behind the American ccast Golonies, and England considered 
that she needed a strong settlement of adherents in the 
upper Hudson River area of the New York colony, to prevent 
the French-canadians from invading down that course and 
cutting the colonies in half. (Which, by the way, they tried 
to do in 1760-85. But took a course down thru what is now 
the western border of Pennsylvania, to get on the Potomac 
River. But had to abandon the expedition because of too 
long a military supply line.) 

fhe escaping German Palatinates were accumulating in 
England at the time (1708-10) when the military need of an 
upper Hudson River settlement was considered pressing. Besides, 
England had a chronic shortage of naval stores. Locally, 
the Palatinates had become a bothersome burden to Queen Anna. 
Some unscrupulous promoters took advantage of the situation. 
They set up a company under the pretense of obtaining naval 
stores from the Hudson River area. They recruited the 
Palatinates for labor and settlement, and persuaded Queen 
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Anna to furnish the transportation. She provided four or 

five sailing vesseis. The promoters merely loaded the ships 
with Palatinates, as many as could be crammed abdoard, and 
shipped them out. Wo equipment, not any thing for the purpose, 
and all away on a four to six month voyage. Well over five 
hundred died on the way. 


Shortly after the above gathering of Palatinates had been 
Cleared out of Bngland, many more began to arrive. Rev. Joshua 
Xocherthal made the escape with sixty or so followers. There, 
he took up leadership of the starving refugees. He succeeded 
in persuading Queen Anna to grant them sustenance, and then 
deslare them to be "Denizens of the Kingdom®. Their numbers 
had grown to several thousand, and their meager bounty had 
begun to feel heavy on the State. Amongst other prospects, 
trouble was brewing with Prance. Queen Anna proffered to 
Rev. Kocherthal the use of several ships for removing his 
charges to America, to be settled in the upper Hudson River 
area on land to be arranged for later. He made the move with 
much hope. It waa a starvation voyage of about five montha, 
and hundreds died on the way over. The survivors, still more 
than a thousand in numbers, arrived in the Upper Hudson River 
valley just after the "Naval Stores*® expedition had janded. 
It was mid-winter, and neither party possessed equipment nor 
provisions. There all were dumped, confronted with freezing 
and starvation. 

Rev. Kocherthal left a brief account of the experiences 
that leaves the reader marveling as to just how much can a 
human endure. Many died. Others went into the forest and 
survived the Winter on the broth of boiled grass and other 
forest findings. It appears that even some of the children 
survived the ordeal. Some of the less hardy adultes made their 
way down to the vicinity of New Amsterdam (now New York City) 
‘and bound themselves as serfs to the Dutch and English settlers. 
established thereabouts. 

Rev. Kocherthal held his charges together, nevertheless. 
As well as adopting the other group, or what was left of it, 
involved in the naval stores fraud. Pfhey firrly established 
themeelves upon the lands he understood had been assigned to 
them by Queen Anna. However, the officials down in Wew 
Amsterdam would not recognise title, and difficulties arose. 
Destitute and never fully fed, Rev. Kocherthal withal managed 
to get himself back to England for the purpose of obtaining 
good title to the lands for his people. Another large group 
of Palatinates had collected there, and Queen Anna welcomed 
him. She forthwith loaded him down with the lot, and shipped 
him back - forgetting to exeeute title to the lands. England 
had much else on mind, such as war-like activities in all 
directions. 

Upon returning, Rev. Kocherthal encouraged industry. In 
short time indeed the community was doing remarkably well. Much

too well, opined the Dutch and Bnglish officials down in 

New Amsterdam. Thereupon, the officials legislated new tax 
laws, calculated to reduce them. The settlement grumbled, but 
paid the heavy taxes and continued to live abundantly. The 
officials resorted to taxing the land away from them, on the 
grounds that they had never obtained good title to it. Besides, 
they noised it about that the settlement was a menace to the 
timbered country, which, they argued, was being held in reserve 
to produce ship-masts. 

Taking the land from the settlers caused riots, and large 
numbers were thrown in "Gaols". Down in#ennsylvania William 
Penn heard of their plight, and invited them all to migrate 
to his Land. They did so, and every community they entered 
gave them joyous welcome parties, or “Meets.” After the 
movement was well along, the officials of Virginia and the 
Carolinas extended the same invitation and many proceeded to 
those areas. Which accounts for the several very old German 
communities of those parts still thriving. 

(fo insert a comment here, beginning about 1750, the Irish 
swarmed into New York, almost transplanting Ireland there! ) 

After being ejected from New York, no German from the 61d 
Country would land there intentionally during that generation. 

fhe migration was completed about 1720. About then also, 
as a follow-up of the naval stores swindle, called in history 
the "far Fiasco", a census was made of the Germans remaining 
in the New York area. That was done ebout 1712 upon orders of 
the New Amsterdam officials. It is mentioned here to state 
that no name appears in the list similar to HARSH, 
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Puring the time the refugees were collecting in England 
four inventories, or census, were made of them. Here again, | 
nothing suggesting HARSH appears in the lists. However, in 
the interest of making this review complete, the third list 
dated June 2, 1709 contains the following: 


Walter Horst, tailor, age 39, son 5, daughters 9 and 3. 
Religion - Imtheran. 


fhe "far Fiasco*® and Rev. Kocherthal resulted in them all 
being shipped out in six parties, and an inventory wae made of 
each party on the date it embarked. Each list contains between 
one to two thousand names, and are in books by Walter Ailen 
Knittle, Ph.D., "Barly 18th Century Palatine Bmigration", and 
Lou D. Mac Wethy, "Phe Book of Wames and First Settlers in the 
Mohawk ¥alley". Hardly half of each shipment reached the 
New World alive. In all the lists the only names that might 
be curious to us in an effort to develop all information, are 
as follows: 
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3rd Party, shipped June 10, 1709 
Anna Zlizabeth Hasch 
Nicholaes Hasch, wife and four children 
deacobdb Herst, wife and two children 
Henrig Tharach, wife and two children 


4th Party, shipped June 21, 1709 |

Steve Herschner and wife 
Peter Hgrsch, wife and one child.

THE IMPORT LISTS 


Wearabout 1720 all the Germans had been cleared out of 
Hew York. Except perhaps a few who had drifted far inland 
in the first break-up, and lost sight of for over a generation. 
The many who settled in Pennsylvania messaged back to the 
Old Country the good news of fallow land and prosperity. The 
immigration increased by doubles. fhe Quaker Dutch were 
firmly established in a tight settlement in and around 
Philadelphia Town. Flanked by some English and a few French. 
They looked with favor upon the small beginnings. of the few 
German colonies that kept to themselves within a range of 
100 miles north and west of the Town. Because they were 
protestants, nearly always Iutherans. But the inflow began 
to disturb them. Rupps estimates that upwards of 15,000 
entered by 1730. fhe "*natives"® feared, above all, that the 
new-comers may not understand or admit their obligations as 
adopted citizens. It was deemed necessary that all 
additional arrivals showldswear or affirm allegiance to 
the British King, to the Laws of the Commonwealth of Penn's 
Land, and abjure the Catholic faith. At about 1727 the 
import laws were put into effect. The captain of a ship 
entering with immigrants was reguired to file a list of 
his *Preight*® before any landed. This manifest we now call 
*List a®*. It was rather complete, including children's 
mames and ages of all. But only a few have survived to our 
time. List B was filed upon landing, showing all males 
over 16 years of age, and heade of families. List ¢. was 
made at the Courthouse, upon all the males being marched to 
that spot for taking the Oath. Therefore, nearly all of the 
List Gs have been preserved to this time. 
The Germans created sound settlements of their own 
above Philadelphia Town, continued to speak the German 
language, and kept all records in German. So did the other 
racials, in their colonies, for that matter. However, 
perhaps to a relationship in language, or for whatever 
reason, it was popular to call Germans “Dutchmen® - and 
still is. Thus, both the Germans and the Dutch acquired the 
off-hand Title of "Pennsylvania Dutch*. — 
fhe immigration appears to have been abdut 75% German, 
20% Dutch, and the remainder English and French. All were 
brought in by English ships.

) by 1.6. Kohler, and indexed by M.¥.Eoger. Additional 
Lists found were published in the Pennsylvania Archives 
Series. In 1934 Rev. Wm.John Hinke, Ph.D. ,DD., under 
the auspices of the Pennsylvania German Society, 
Bhiladelphia, Penna., compiled the Lists in three volumns, 
and intended to be as complete as possible. 


Thousands of names are presented in the Lists, and every 
time any one of them was put down, it was treated to a 
éifferent spelling. §till, we can follow the individuals 
rather well. Hereto follows every name I could find in 
published lists that might be of some interest to who 
ever might look into this study. I have so far developed 
data that conclusively proves the certian few I pick out 
as having established HARSH family lines of today. 
Certainly, some of the others did the same thing, and as 
research cof this nature goes on, they will be identified. 
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{Comment - we must take into account that if some 
mames seem to be duplicated, it may, because of 
business trips back to the Old Country - to settle 
estates, etc. - be a record of one individual 
arriving at least twice. The Lists make no 
distinction about that. They merely record “Arrivals".

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TAX LISTS: 


After much study of the scattered records, I have 
formed a tentative conclusion that not more than ten or 
twelve of those appearing in the Import Lists are 
indicated in later records as having begun the early 
HARSH family lines. As a general rule with all names, 
they took a tollerant course of development with the 
new country. It appears that family names, as we know 
them today, began to "get set" between 1790 and 1840. 
By 1850 nearly all the oddly spelled variations had 
disappeared, and the letter formation of a name took 
permanent arrangement. I would suggest that this took 
Place in great measure because by 1840 nearly every 
individual met frequent occasions where he had to 
sign his own name, and therefore, all felt the necessity 


- Of a “one way spelling* of his own. In earlier times, 


@imost no one had occasion, more than two or three 
times in his life, to write down his name. Professional 
scribes performed that service for everyone. 


As to those appearing in the Import Lists, we would 
certainly like to have before us the full life history 
of every one. None left such a ready to hand reference, 
and with some success, we must delve with much doubt and 
unsatisfied curiosity in such records as are left to us, 
with the intent of piecing out the puzgzie. 


After the Import Lists, the only other full view 
record we have, disclosing settlement locations, are 
the extant Tax Records. They help wonderfully. ‘They 
locate families, and disclese where the first-comers 
settled and raised those families. Here again, name 
spelling is of all variables seemingly possible, but 
nevertheless some of our ancestors can be pinned down, 
and their children followed. Once a family is spotted, 
the next thing is to study the chureh records of their 
vicinity, There are the details, and in many cases, what 
& remarkable help they are! 


Back in those times people did not wander ail over 
creation! The first comers soon picked a spot, and there 
stayed to the end of grim living. fhe next generation, 
their children, only had opportunity to shuffle about 
once or twice in their early years, and then lit to stick. 


Wewill proceed, now, to study the extant Pax Records.

After reviewing the Import Lists, the first question 
uppermost is wondering where the newcomers settled. The 
earliest arrivals of each race established colonies of 
their own kind, and most later arrivals joined the 
settlement of his own kind. After becoming oriented to 
the new country, many then migrated into the western 
area as it was opened up for settlement. The first 
colonies were also subdivided into various church 
congregations. In the earliest times a "congregation® 
seems to have encompassed settled areas up to fourty or 
fifty miles. 

Our principle intent is spot the firstcomers in the 
final location where they definately settled to raise 
their families, and end their days there. fhe Tax Lists, 
such as there are left to us of this day, serve that 
purpose. After locations are made from them, then we must 
turn to church records for details. 

However, the Tax Lists must me studied with understanding. 
In those days the country was growing fast, out of vast 
areas. fo begin with, Penn's Land, or Pennsylvania, was 
divided into three counties - Bucks, Chester and Philadelphia,- 
for the eastern portion, and the West Proprietary Land, 
or the western territory. 

There was then a complication about the western territory. 
Nearly all of the present-day southwestern quarter of 
Pennsylvania was claimed by Virginia. The question of 
jurisdiction over this area nearly produced a war between 
the two states. In fact, during 1780, in the midst of the 
most serious part of the Revolutionary War, the two states 
appointed delegates to meet and either obtain right to the 
area or declare war. However, the argument was settled in 
favor of Pennsylvania in 1781 without fighting, and whiie 
it does not appear to be recorded, i suspect that General 
George Washington cast some cold water on the ardor to fight 
any one other than the invading British. 

Our problem on the matter is this -~ both States sent 
or encouraged settlers there. Both surveyed and granted 
land holdings, collected taxes, extended laws and otherwise 
held forth there. Virginia called the entire vast area 
Augusta County, and Pennsylvania parceled it out into several 
large counties. The settlers did as they pleased about 
considering themselves Virginians or of Pennsylvania. The 
Virginia records of the area are exceedingly thin and vague, 
and I have not yet found any name in such accounts that is 
similar to Harsh or any of its variations. 

So we have to rely on the Pennsylvania records, which 
in turn, are also sketchy for that area. As to the whole 
state, there is yet another problem. The western territory 
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was gradually “purchased"® in large chunks from the Indians. 
Then opened for settlement by the white people, Evidently 
upon each sale, the Indians were surprised to learn that 
"“purchase*® meant "Oust" for them, and the scalp hunting sport 
began anew. 

Sometimes after each purchase a great county was created. 
As time went on, it and adjacent areas were subdivided into 
smaller counties, And so the political subdivisions grew. . 
A nice little problem for later day research! We locate a 
family we want to follow in one of the earlier counties, 
which then covered an extent of land almost equal to some 
of the present day small states. fhe family appears in the 
tax records for that county a few years, when their part is 
set out to make up a@ part of a newly created county. We find 
them there for a time,when their township is sliced up, and 
then we must identify them to the new township. Meanwhile, 
the family is growing up. The sons move westward, having 
become acquainted with the richness of the soil out there 
by reason of having been sent into the western forests to 
quell indian uprising and massacres. These expeditions were 
called "Tours.* Wevertheless, such forces were a part of 
the State or County military forces. Thus, the younger 
generation became &@ware of the rich west, and migrated there 
to settle. Upon following them in the records, mostly the 
tax records for location, we are again confronted by the 
continual change in county lines, and township boundaries. 

Still, in most instances, with a great deal of care, 
we can keep up with family movements, spreads and transfers 
to new locations. It is only after 1800 that the population 
really began to scatter all over the vast American landscape, 
and especially so after 1850. 

Por ftilustration. In the 1770s the great expanse under 
dispute with Virginia was considered a part of Cumberland 
County. In 1771 it was partitioned to BedDrd County, and 
in 1773 the westernmost part was set up as Westmoreland 
County. A few years after this date Simon Harsh settled in 
the area. §o did Andrew Harsh, William Harsha, and Peter 
Harsha, a single man then. Let us see how very widely apart 
each settled. In 1781 Simon's selected spot became Washington 
County. In 1788 William and Peter's area became Allegheny 
County, and in 1800 Andrew's abode became Beaver County. 


Accordingly, in searching the tax records, I have 

extracted every name of the remotest possible interest. Only 
a half dozen or so produced Harsh lines, insofar as i am at 
present aware. Yet, let us have everything before us, for 
being ready for every possibility. Besides a consecutive 
appearance of any name serves to fit the records together 

in their proper order. This is why I have sometimes shown 
other family names besides Harsh. To connect the records.

The Tax liets consist of names of Heads of Pamilies, their 
property, and the tax assessed against each. Most of the 
lists, however, have short sub-listings under the headings 
of "Inmates," "*Freemen* or *Single Men". On the first two 
IT have this information from the State saat Dept. of Public 
Instruction, Harrisburg, Pa.:;: 
"In regard to the terms Inmate and Freemen appearing in 
the early tax records, we find that in the Laws agreed upon by 
William Penn on the Sth day of May 1682 (section 2) provided 
that “every inhabitant in the said province (Penna.) that is 
or shall be a purchaser of 100 acres of land or upwards, his 
heirs or assigns, and every person who shall have paid his 
passage, and taken up 100 acres of land at one penny an acre, 
and have cultivated 10 acres thereof and every person that has 
been a servant, or bondsman and is free by his service, that 
shall have taken up his 50 acres of land and cultivated 20 
thereof, and every inhabitant, artificer, or other resident 
in said province that pays scot and lot to the government, 
shall be deemed and accounted a freeman of said province. -—-- 
And every such person shall and may be capable of electing 
er being elected representative of the people in the Provincial 
Council or General Assembly in said Province, *

In these same counties were many Hershey families. In 
the earliest years, the scribes who wrote the lists were 
quite indifferent eas to how they wrote bpoth family names. 
fhus, the following of a family is doubdtful unless we have 
before us the entire picture. Accordingly, I am giving 
the whole of it here, whereas in other counties it is an 
easy matter to leave out all Hershey and Horst, Hursh, etc., 
as obviously of no interest to us. 
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This county is the only one in which similarity of 
spelling seems, at first glance, to suggest a state of 
confusion. Possibly not, upon deeper analysis. Close 
comparison will tend to define the several strata. There is 
an over-all layer of Hershey and Hershee; then Horsh, Horst, 
Hurst, Herst or Horse; then Harshey, Harshy, Hershay, Hershe, 
Hersha or Harsha; and here or there a definite family of

Hersh Hirsh, or Harsh. Actually, it seems that the scribes 
were more familiar with the Hershey or Hershee name, since it 
was present everywhere in numbers, and they were therefore 
inclined to reflect it in their phoneic spelling of the other 
names. Having been thru a great mass of records to find and 
bring into this one assembly every scattered and remote item 
of interest to us, I have become acquainted with the growth of 
these families as a matter of association. Based upon such a 
comprehensive view of them all, I make the following comments 
for clarification. . 

The Warrantees of Lands records appear to furnish the earliest 
records of the Hershey family - there shown as Hersey and 
Hershee, and the dates range from 1700 to 1720. WPhis is prior to 
when the Import List system was established in 1727, and after 
such dates none are noted as arriving by the Import Lists. A 
few families are then settled in this part of Pennsylvania, and 
mearly all recorded as Andrew or Christian, for first name. They 
appear to have been Mennonites, a religious sect opposed to the 
baptism of infants, military service, or the holding of civic 
offices. I noted no indication as to where they were from - tho 
I never attempted to find out, for the reason I was not studying 
the course of that family. However, it is my impression their 
earliest records were kept in English. At any rate, it is clear 
that the few Hersey - Hershee began the large family of Hershey 
of today. There is a small publication on file in the Congressional 
Library by a present day pastor and member of the family, but 
restricted to his immediate family and current generation. I make. 
mention of it only because he avers that the Hershey family lines 
originate from the Jewish race. He appears to base his statement 
on his observation that in Palestine, Bgypt some Jew family 
Mames are similar, and after passing into Switzerland for some 
generations it became closer, and then to this County it progressed 
into Hershey. This seems to be a casual conclusion. I have 
noticed that due to some quirk in the Jewish language, they favor 
the sounds of I, U and EB, and when settling in a place tend to 
adopt names in which those letters predominate. 

Very fer Jews existed in Pennsylvania in the earliest days, 
and those few are always noted “Name - Ye Jew", or ® -~ A Jew". 

No such designation is attached to any of the above family names. 
There are, of course, present day Jews going by the name of 
Hershey, Hirst, Hursh, Hirsch, Hersh, Herse, etc., just as there 
are others making use of all other names. However, a little study 
develops that they have adopted such names, or converted their 
Hebrew family name into one of them to become more naturalized. 
Wone are found with the name of Harsh, not even today, tho a few 
have taken to the spelling of Harsch. Svidently having first 
acquired in Germany the name of Hirschfeldt, or one of its 
hundred or se variations, and after settling here finaliy 
progressed to one of the other brief forms. These evolutions do 
show up in the records after 1800. 

But back to our own knitting. Here is a fact worth minding, 
when hunting thru old records. The Hersh-Harsh of earliest times 
were Lutherans. The Harsha, Hershe, Harshe families were 
Presbyterians, whether of New York or Pennsylvania.

PREFATORY TO SERIES 3, VOLUMN § 


"A complete set of the accounts of the Lieutenants and sub- 
lieutenants of the several counties of Pennsylvania during the 
War of the Revolution would certainly be a desideratum. fhey 
may at the first glance appear to be mainly statistical, but in 
reality contain much that will give an insight into the struggle 
of independence. They give the times of warning the militia, the 
services of the recruiting officers of the Pennsylvania Line. The 
names of many who fell in battle, the county contributing to the 
support of their widows, with the names of many soldiers who 
served at one time or another a tour of duty, and yet when 
business or other necessities prevented paid their fines like 
patriots should. These exercise men are to be distinguished from 
the non-associators, men who never even shouldered a gun or 
countenanced the great struggle for liberty. It is presumed that 
all the former were in actual service when the call to arms was 
urgent - notably in 1776 and 1777 -~ and again in 1778. In many 
instances, the exercise days interfered with their business, 
farming especially, and a fine was better than the neglecting of 
their several occupations. These accounts give us the military 
service of many whose names do not elsewhere appear upon our 
records. For these reasons, the accounts are published in the 
Archives, not only for vreservation, but for permanent reference. 
It is proper, in conclusion, to state that in most instances the 
Names are spelled phonetically, and the correct orthography must 
be left to those searching the records. Again, it is possible that 
this series of documents are not absolutely complete, but that 
is only an additional reason for their publication at this

(Comment - these lists are included in the Series Two, 
Volumn 14 as a follow-thru of the Military Accounts 
printed therein. Obviously, they are not what the 
heading inferrs. Instead, they are a kind of census 
of the military paepulation, taxable persons, and 
military personel. The evolution of the Lists are 
Clear to see. In 1775 it was actually intended that 
the population be listed as between those who were 
agreeable to the Revolution, and would join the 
Associators, or Defenders, and those who held back. 
However, the events were so fast, and the turmoil so 
hectic, that those first opposed became overnight staunch 
defenders, and so the inventory idea fell aside. There 
continued to be need of knowledge of the military force 
of the population, its resources for taxing etc., and 
these inventories were continued here and there for 
such utility. The Editor of the Series Two volumn 
observes as follows, on beginning the Liste: 
"It is doubtful if these persons were all Non- 
Associators. It is more than probable the Lists are 
those of assessment for the Townships named, although 
the papers are endorsed “Return of Non-Associators." 
By referring to the rolls of associators, for that 
year (1779). Many names will be there found which 
appear on these rolis.*)

The Records are not 
definate, but the evidence from them indicates 
that the above mentioned 9th Regiment was raised 
in Philadelphia Gounty and City, and the adjacent 
county of CHESTER, (That is where the Tax Lists 
show Philip Harsh for this date, whom we know had 
a son John, born Nov. 4, 1752.) The only additional 
records found on the subject are set forth below, 
The first is from the Penna.

(Comment - these records indicate that Miles and his 
battalion was from Chester County, and Atlee and his 
battalion was from Lancaster County. It is also noted 
that Atlee was commissioned April 23, 1756, at the age 
of 17, as lieutenant in the Augusta regiment - Col. 
Chapham ~ and Atlee thereupon served in the Forbes 
Campaign in 1758.. The above-described consolidation 
of battalions into the State Regiment of Foot ,followed 
seversl battles on Long island in which the Americans 
received a "pretty drubbing." The American forces 
were returned to Philadelphia for this reorganization. 
All thru these actions we find Jacob Harsh in the 
Rolls.He was brother of John Harsh, sons of Philip, 
and all then of Ghester Sounty, Jacob was born March 
21,1757, in Philadelphia County. Like John, Jacob 
also appears in the U.S.War Dept. records as a 
Continental soldier, and just as briefly -~ as shown 
below. Sometime afterthe reorganization Colonel 
Thomas Bull returned to Chester County to command the 
Second Battalion.)

Hot so, However, Those of Series 3 represent account statements, 
while these muster rolls cover other business of the Militia. 
When a man wes unable to answer a muster call, he was marked 
up for the agreed fine. if he answered, he would not therefore 
appear in those rells, but he would appear on these rolls as 

on active duty. Accordingly, it actually takes both sets of 
records to obtain the whole - and furthermore, it is often best 
to carefully place them along side the Tax Lists for location, 
Finally, a complete conclusion often rests upon obtaining 
Church and family records for viewing the entire picture,

Here follows extracts of interest to us of items eccuring in the 
records of a number cf regiments organized by individuale eho 
obtained commissions ase officera, They officered the regiments 
independent of the State and County regimente and battalilone,and 
for various tines, usually short, vere powerfully active in 
prosecuting the war. As @ rule, the organizer first obtained a 
hundred or so reeruite in hie own vieinity, and then with the aid 
of hia subd-officera,wvent out in 211 directions for more mon. The

PRESIONS 


The Revolutionary War records for pensions show no Marsh or 
similar name. There wae no regular arrangement for peneions in 
those times. The public treasury could not make such expenditures, 
except for extreme need. Both the State and Federal Governmente 
upon occasion issued pensions to some, upon proving sonelusively 
that there was no other possible means of support, An inventory 
wae made of an applicant's possessions, and if he had less than 
the barest necessities, he was granted a meager subsistance. Thus, 
none but thoes in dire need applied pricr to about 1830. By then, 
the elder ones hat died. After the Yar of 1812 the Wation becane 
more affluent. Whereupon, a wider range of pensioning vas adopted. 
But more than 411 elee, warranties were iesued for land grante. 
These who received the warranties seldom oceupied the tand. Instead, 
the papers were sold and traded in ae any other property. Under 
ali such provisions, the States loeked after their militia cenbdbere, 
and the Federal Government attended to those having served in the 
Pederal forces. Paring the earlier peried the Continental currency 
wae regarded as worthless, and much of 1% destroyed. Newever, so 
much of it ae remained in hand wae accepted by the government in 
payment of land warranties and homestead rights. Principally by 
these meane it wae redeemed. 


BATTLES 

Turing the eight years of the Revolutionary Yar, the conflicts 
were rather few and far apart. The British had little trouble 
Landing all up and down the coaet. They estabdliehed forces in Now 
England, New York Oity, Philadelphia and Seuthward to Gharleston. 
Uenally, there wae an immediate battle, which the Britich warded 
off. Then both elides delibertly paused and gathered forcee, or 
just warrily watched each other. One side or the other vould chart 
a course of action, and eventually try to carry it out. A number 
of battles would ensue, and then for menths all would be quiet. A 
large part of the Americnane would return to farming. Then the 
Pritich would make & passa, and the whole countryside rushed to 
oppose them. At'first, the battles were on the Buropean plan. Lines 
ef soldiers facing each other and firing pointbdlank. Then charging 
with bayonets. The British forces were best at bayoneting, while 
the Americans were best at shooting. Noting this, the Americans 
took to fighting Indian style. me to being countrymen, every 
American was & sharpeshooter, and this factor was the underlying 
Gauece of producing victory. 


HWATIV"SS VS S8E7TTLERS . 

The Indians were primitive, bluntly cruel, generous without 
intent of reward, and point-blank honest. The white man ¢ane with 
a higher standard of living,more ingenious echenes of torture 
guch as practiced back in Burope, the intent of acquiring and 
accumulating poesessions, and @ moral plan that aii advocated but 
few actually practiced. He exchanged thiskey, chicanery and 
diseases for tobsaces, corn and land. 

fhe pastors of every sect observed ali thie in the early 17000, 
and left accounte deploring the ciroumstances, while subscribing 
to every plan for lesening the misery on both sides of the matter. 


MILITARY ORGANIZATION 
1873 = 1790 


Hereto follows a study of the Military ceneus , 
inventory, standards, arrangement and power 
from the close of the Revolutionary War to 1790 
in some records, and on to the War of 1812 in 
others more fortunate to be preserved. 


Let 1t be understood that there was plenty of 

fighting te do after the conclusion of the 

Revolutionary War with Bngland. In fact, that 

war did not end with the withdrawal of the British, 
uring the latter part of the War Bngland took to 
supplying the Indiane with fire-arme and inciting 

them te play havoc with the American rear on the 
Prontier. Meaning Yeet of present day lines for 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Weet Virginia and Virginia. 

The British had captured the Fort at Detroit, and 

ethers along the hake shores, and from these managed 

to do a large "Leaceebend" business with the Indians. 
The Penneylvania Archivee VYolumne contains some 
skinecreeping reading from the actual accounts of the 
brutal battles with the Indiana by the County Militia. 
Bepecially out in the Ohie Perritory. Alse, the 

efforts to oust the British sueply lines to the 

Indians. The savages knew nothing about the finer 

points of Peace Treaty papers between the English and 

the Americans. They continued the fighting until their 
supply of fire-arms were exhausted for powder and balis. 
A year and a half after the agreed close of the War, 

it ie believed that the most vicious battle of that 

War was fought within the area that is now Western 

West Virginia. Upwards of sight thousand on each side, 
all well armed, and absolutely without quarter. Its 
ending resulted in the Indians being lees aggressive 

from then on, and weakened their force aa far back as 
wncees the Miasissippi. Up in the Ohio Territory the commanders 
Ser.Gor officers of the White men, whan captured, were atripped 
Vol.2 of clothing, smeared black, ears cut off, tied to a stake 
P.382 for the Squaws to poke burning fire-brands at, while the 
Indian Warriers loaded their muskets with powder only and 
shot 1% into the victim's hide. The Private soldiers 
eaptured by the Indians were forced to march without 
worn- feeding to the Detroit Port were they were traded to the 
British for more fire-arnms. 


Thus, the military set-up established and 
perfected during the Revolutionary Var was continued as 
a matter of necess ity. 30 we have these records to study 
for our ourpose of following our family settlements and 
growth. The records, like a11 others, are those that 
happened to miss destruction. Yet, even tho they are only 
fragments of the whole possibly made, they serve us right 
well up to the United States Census of 1790..

in going thro masees of o14 recorde, iteme now and then cone 
to attention of how events shaped up. Wilidam Penn had loaned 
the English Grown considerable money during one of the many ware. 
A State seldom paid back in kind. Inetead, it resorted to 
liquidating debte by land grante. So Penn wae granted a large 
Slice of the Hew World over which England had ageuned ownership, 
ivigently, the payment was to hia liking, That is, it gave hin 
am opportunity to mount the top of a political heap. I gather 
he loved the display of Givil Authority. He acquired a fine 
port in Philadelphia. He went out and enticed settlers from al} 
Burope. A person must have population to be politically 
important. He set up & Gommonvealth over the land, and 
maintained himeaelf ae ite Head. The Putoh, with seme English 
and Prench, settled in and around Philadelphia. Then Fenn 
succeeded in establishing © German eolony northwest of the 
town. They were industricuse and developed the land, and 4414 not 
mind being barred from political activities. Penn held full 
evay, and business multiplied. Then it game to light that the 
Germans were operating printing pressee, the firet in the 
country,and elaeo had establiehed a publie schooling aystem so 
all of them vere taught to read, write and figure. 

Thies wae considered devilish business, since enly the 
aristocrats should have euch e@ucation. Many assembly meetings 
were held over the matter. It devsleped that the Germane wore 
quite ané orderly in their Golony, excellent tax-payers, and 
non-contenéders to political positions. %o it was decided that 
since they printed and taught in the German language, which no 
one elee ceuld read, the problem could be dropped. 

After the Reveluticnary Yar wae a few years old, it becane 
apparent thet more strength wae needed against the British. The 
German colony there and in Maryland had remained indifferent. 
The reason being that they hed ne Civil rights, except te vote 
for whoever was est up to govern, ac they did not care which 
eide ran the Country. Immediately, they were granted the right 
to aeate in the Assembly, and several Germans elected. Also 
femediately, they with mighty vin plunged into the Yar, and 
took the brent of it from them on. 


An edd sidelight of thie area ie that there existed before 
Penn's time, along the coast below Philadelphia, a coleny of 
Norway and Gweden people. The recorda are not at all clear as 
to how they settled there, or when. They were ignored by Penn, 
and kept to themeelvee.fventusliy, their part became New 
Jersey, or within its btoundrys. After Penn died, hie three 
gone dropped out of the picture. If appeara that they did 
not have the political flair of their father. Furthermore, 
the action of their father in eetting the land up as a Commone 
wealth prevented then from inheriting a sort of royal estate.

Phe Census ie the handiwork of thoueands of individuals. 
All by script, because in those times that was the only 
method of making records, except when by printing press. 
Wo typewriters, ete. 804 of the writing is fine and clear. 
But often so badly arranged that 1t ie hard to follow. 
Spelling is poor, as we Judge it now, Yet, their use of the 
alphabet then waa radically differant from onr ideas now. 
Nearly a11 of the records are patnetakingly made and are 
reliable. They were by custom and teaching far more precise 
than we of today, 


The grest mages of the Gansus for all periods are just 
records. However, here and there, far apart, the researcher 
‘will come @erose interesting oddities. In 1860 eiric 
pride began te baret out now ond then, and a sensue taker 
just had to use the last page te puff up his Gounty or 
Township. Best land, beet water, ereater crope, ete. 


Other items would creep in, on account the seribe seemed 
te feel they just had to be said, or noted. Here are a fer 
of the most noteworthy: Ohio - notations that information 
was haré to pry cut of persons, because of their reluctance 
to talk politics, or believed some political plot wae affect. 
(Politics had nothing to @o with the Census work) 

In the 1850 census I Game acroes euch notes or comments 
ast Ohio - Any person whom the ceneuvetaker found to be of a 
different political party then hie, wae put down as Ineane. 
- Mention of the largest cow in St.Louis County, Mo. « 
note on the tallest man in Indiana, just under seven feet; 
Pesignation of the very first woman in North Missouri, she 
being from Virginia. - Once in a great while a family with 
three sets of twine noted. «=~ Description of the fattest 
man in Tennessee, 50 pounde ant drinks a galien. -« 
A daughter of a family in Indiana named after 211 the States, 
and any others that may join the Unien during her lifetime. 

~ A sensustaker in Kentucky carefully noted every evil- 
looking physical defect of every person, and thru his eyes, 
@ll of them were Gecidedly rancid er warped. - In Chic 
& census taker made enecial note of @ child with two hands 
and one arm. Then went on to ally doudt by noting that the 
child's left arm had grown inte the side, so as to protrude 
only from the wrist. « Also in Ohio, another censustaker 
paveed to fully note 2 young dolt about 17 years o1d who vas 
less than a half-wit, but nevertheless could charm wasps, and 
always vent about the village with a number of them clinging 
to hie person in a decile manner, even to obeying his orders 
in their coming and going, cr whe not to eting. 


Perhaps the most difficult censustakers te get along with 
were those who seemed to have éropped a little water in the 
inkwell ae the inkweran low towards the latter part of the jod, 
resulting now in the last pages being faded entirely blank.

Yor inetence, 
it appears to me that nearly every one of the older German 
fanily lines, whatever the name may be, has this o1¢ Legend 
in the background. At firet, vaguely related, four vrothers « 
sometimes three brothers «- breught the family line te this 3; 
country. One or two of them drop out of sight, but the renainder if 
began the line. The survivors are doubtful ana to names, in i 
times miste. Two or three generations are skipped, and then i. 
family records pick up the line fairly clearly. ; 

The facts are, each family line arrived in various nunbers, 


and s¥e settled were one or two earlier relatives had broken 
ground, The first one or tro appear to have been single and 
foctloese enough te firat move sbout some. Or was a family 

that joined @ colony already established. The legend is, 

quite likely, merely an adptation of the several ancient 

German fairy-etalas having to do with adventure of "Four Brothere."

On the'other hand, there are a few old family custome, 
apparentiy establiehed amongst a11 German families of those 
times, that help the researcher, One ie the aceepted manner 
of bestowing family names, as well aa a favorite serics of 
Bible names peculiar to each family line. Of course, 211 old 
German families used Bible sames, up te ebout 1640, and partly 
eo after that date. However, the practice wac uniform up te 
about that date. After which Literary names came into use. 

fhe naming plan, evidently by sormon consent, ran ae 
follewse: For a beginning, let us eay that a man and wife 
arrives and settles where we find them, Aa the children come, 
the man nanes ao gon after his father. Then ong after onach 
brother, or if necessary, after an uncle or two, Hina last son, 
if eatirates are correct, is named after hincelf, thue listing 
a dunior. Or at least bestoring one of hie given names, tho 
not for the sake cf a Junior. The son had te have the father's 
nane complete to be a Juntor. However, if the last child added 
to a family was ao daughter inatead, then the mother had the 
henore on naming. In the German fanily plan, & Junior usually 
Game last, inetead of first, oa in an Englieh family. The 
English ides was to pase the majority of the family property to 
@ dunior, while the German planned to divide equally to all. 

As to the nanme-plan, the man's sons, in their turn, each vould 
name , son after the father (their grandfather) and then follow 
with use of hia brother's names. And 20 the turn-over progressed 
in the use of the family’s selected set of Bible names.

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The naning custom just outlined was seldom troeken in the 
earliest tines « yet we do find instances of the first son becom ¢ 
the Juniecr.

Another matter with reepect to naming wan the use of what at 
firet glance appeared to be the same name for two sons.

A matter of interest te us today, is our precent make-up or 
consist, and the reasons therefor. Fer our part, to begin with, 
the earliest eclonies were 100¢ German. Thin lasted well inte the 
gecond generation. Then about 1760 te on thru 1830 the farming 
type of Irish billowed and blustered in, They were welcomed amidst 
the German settlenents. They crose-married freely, especially after 
1800 when the most Irish entered German developed farming arose.

HIS RAPORT 


Apart from an item on the dedication of the Church building, 
a few items on Pastor and Church Counell of the early yeare, a9 
well ae of certain later years, a few liste of confirmands, and 
& list of communicants (aprarentiy of later date), the Bethichen 
Church records consist chiefly of baptiemal records, of which I 
Covered the years 1791 to 1662. 
The names of *"Hirech" and Herech" are both used. In the liet 
of communtcante the nase *Hareh * appears, mentioning the follewe . 
ings: gacod, Mary, Bifisabeth, David, Martha, Hannah. Onee, for 
the year 1844, the name "Hare" ie stated. There is 4 variety 
of epellings as to the first names; tut they ean be dieregarded 
for our purposes. os 

On January I, 1705, a Henrich Herech was installed as 
“Yorateher® (Trustee). In 1602 a Philipp Herach cerved as 
*VYorsteher®. On February 10, 18644, ao Jacob Hares was elected 
Bidder. In the list of confirmands the name of "Hirach® or 
"Hersch" doee not appear. 
You will note that the baptiemal data are stated only until? 
1808: from 1609 until 1627 there appeare only one date with each 
Mame in the Ghurch recerd, which I take to be the dirth-date, 
Prom 1627 on, The Bethlehem Ghurch record hae no baptismal entries 
until the year 1656, when the baptien of six children or varying 
ages of the same family teok place on the same day; then follow 
enly two mere entries, one of 1857 and the cther of 1860. 
There te one entry, apparentiy made in the latter part of the 
year 1824, or in the early part of 16265 - but quite possibly 
referring to some earlier year, which is not etated. As I am not 
Gnelading the eame in the list below, I wieh te mention the same 
at thie place:

The earliest record that we can be sure of for a epecifie 
Harah line is the Import Liete. The dates are 172¢ and 1740. °° 
The names are Conrad Henry Hersch, age 49; Philip, age 22, ‘ 
Simon, age 16 and John, age 16.. Thie fragment of the regords = , 
appears to f£1% inte later records only if we assume that 6 
Conrad Henry Harsh wae the father, whe arrived tn 1740 with 
the younger members of his family while hie older sons, the 
above three, happened to ship over seperately as transportation 
Was available. We know that Simeon had a brother Beary (John 
Henry Hareh).There seems no question but that John, ageé 16, 
Was © brother of Simon. Althe we have not yet been able te 
follow John very elosely in the recerde. (It was not unusual 
for two sone in a family to have similar names, but it would 
be a first name for one, and a seoond name for ancther. Thue, 
One would be called John, and the other Henry.) hater, we find 
Simon and Henry together in o14 age. 

It ie evident that Philip euet have been a son of Conrad 
Henry Harsh, for he sticks clesely to the elan, and ia found 
in the same church recorda (lutheran). It is furthermore clear 
that Conrad Henry Hareh brought the younger members of his 
family with him, since later they appear in the sane church 
records. The Import Lists di4 not treuble te mention the nanee 
of members of a family under 16. Nevertheless, because of the 
facts in later records, he muet have had with hie a gon John 
Henry Harsh, aged 7 in 1740; another son Ludvig or Bevie, under 
16; a dauchter Bva, evidently under 16; and a daughter Barbara under 
16. It io piain enough in the records that thie faniiy 
settled in the Hanover Township area of Philadelphia County, 
which part later becawe Nontgemery County. However, there ies a 
blank epace in the records until 1761, when the chureh records 
show @ daughter of Philip baptized. Then to 1767, when we find 
the marriage of Simon noted; and in 1758 we find mention of 
gohn Henry Hareh, and the girl who later becomes his wife, acting 
ae Witness to the baptiem of a son of Samuel (Simon) Hareh. 

There is not much to the extant church reecorde pricr to 
17650. <At any vate, ve are unable to use them until after 1750 
for organising the make up of the family. I find no mention in 
them of either Gonrad Henry Harsh or his wife. I ap inclined to 
believe that thie Conrad made a trip back to Germany in 1746- 
1749, for the Import Liete show what I take to be his second 
‘arrival in 1749, (Uikewiese, I am inclined to eonclude that his 
eon, John Henry Harsh, sade an estate settling trip back to 
Germany in 1766-1767, in connection with the death of hie father, 
Conrad Reary Naresh, which I place about then. The church records 
do not help om thie matter, The Import tiete show the arrival 
of John Henry Naresh in 1767, and I am unadle to plece hin any 
where else than as a menber of thie family - then with a family 
of hie own started, and settled in Upper Salferd Townehip. At 
thie point, the Publie records, and the Ghureh reoords tend to 
confirm these observations. ) 

Abdout the whole matter, there ie at least one thing ve ean 
be certain of, for it ia disclosed by the Church Records. That 
being the fact that every child of the children of Conrad Henry 
Karsh waa born in this country.

Our date on the Maryland Harsh group is decidedly vague 
with reepect te the first settlers. We have definate record 
herein (Biography Section) of a Frederick Harsh and family 
ieeving the Eagerestown area in 1788, and settling in the area 
that is now Preeaton County, West Tirginia. Thie is proof that 
theese of the name had settled there earlier. And later records 
show that the children of those settlers were born in Maryland. 
However, ae to the first settiers, it seems that our first 
public record of them ie the U.83. census for 1800. Then we 
find in Washington County, Md., an elderly Frederick Harsh and 
wife, Michael Harsh (Hersh) with family, and Jacob Harsh (Hersh) 
with family. Frior to 1810 Micheel Harsh (Hersh) moved up into 
Franklin Gounty, Pa. Y¥rederick died in 1831. (See Will herein). 
Jacod died in 1803 during middle age. (See Administration

ROBINSON HAROLD HARSH 


ROBINSON HAROLD HARSH, Born October 9, 1894, at Dayton, 
Liberty County, Texas. Father, Robinson Henry Harsh, of Carroli 
County, Ohio. Mother, Mary Emma (Taylor) Harsh, of Belleville, 
Kansas. At about age four, the family moved to Geary, Oklahoma, 
where father engaged in the grain business. At about age ten the 
family moved to Mountain Valley, Arkansas, twenty miles north- 
west of Hot Springs, Arkansas, where the father engaged in the 
saw milling business. Completed grade schooling there in the forest 
one room log cabin school house, which was attended by the natives 
of all ages, as was their custom. Then the family moved into Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, so the children could attend High School. Gom- 
pleted High Schooling, together with a concurrent course in En- 
gineering mathematics. During 1914-1915 was employed by the City 
Engineer, August 15, 1916 entered the employ of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which was conducting a nation-wide survey 
and inventory of all the railroads. Bach survey crew consisted 
of twelve men, cook and porter, all housed in a Pullman car re- 
modeled to furnish complete living quarters. Walked all over the 
United States in this service, following the endless ribbons of 
railroad. Field work completed in 1921. Went to Baldy, New Mexico, 
and was employed there as a millman in a gold mine. Heard that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission had started office work on the 
field notes taken during the survey-inventory. Went to Chicago 
in 1922, and obtained employment by the Chicago office of the 
commission. At the end of 1922 the office was consolidated in 
Washington, D.C., and continued the work there into 1926. Then 
joined an engineering-accounting firm representing small rail- 
roads before the commission in matters pertaining to valuation 
and rates, arising from the commission's survey and appraisals. 
There followed four years of continuous travel all over the United 
States. Weary of travel, returned to Washington, D.C., married 
Miss Mary L. Miller on November 29, 1930, at Harpers Ferry, West 
Virginia, by Rev. W. Biggs Elliot, at the Methodist Episcopal 
Parsonage, and settled down in Washington with the intention of 
staying put. Entered the service of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, where still employed. (1947. )

George Frederick Harsh,formerly a resident of Ogden Township, was 
born in Preston County,%.¥a., in the year 1823.His grandfather was 
one of the pioneers of Preston Gounty,which wae at that early day 
included in Randolph County and formed a part of the State of Virginia.

i have carried on some research work on the Harsh families of 
this place. that I have learned is tc the effect that there were 
originally three trothers who came from Germany by the names of 
Frederick, Henry and George. We descend from George. Henry alse 
settled nesr Williamsport, but leaving a very emall group. Fred. 
erick moved West and wae lost sight of. However, some tine ago I 
happened te be in Bglon, Preston Gounty, Yest Virginia, and found 
there a quite large group descending from Frederick. I have 
nearly a complete history of George and Henry groups, but not much 
on the Prederick group at Eglon. 

In the early part of the nineteenth century there lived a 
Hareh family in Oppenheim on the Rhine, Germany. According to the 
records and information, three brothers of the family set out for 
America. The three brothers, Fred, Henry, and George Harsh landed 
at a port in Philsadeiphia, Fa., about 1810. Pred did net stay 
there, but went west to Preston County, ¥.¥a. Henry and George 
etayed in and sroun@ Pottatown, Pa., for seme years. Then Henry 
cane to Yashington County, Hd. Later, about 1839, George and his 
wife, Garah Burkett Zarsh, sold ail they had but a horse and 
buggy and some personal effects, and came to Washington County, Mé. 

George bought land on the banks of Gonococheague Creek, at a 
place then called Salisbury, just north of Kemp's Mill. Washington 
Gounty Land Records, folio 40, page 308.

I have always been interested in the genealogy of the Harsch 
family. (Barly accounts sre not extensive). The facts that 
my father has told me many times are as follows: 


Philip Harsh Yon Oppenheim was born in 1797 and epent his 
childhood at Uppenheim, near the Rhine Hiver. His father being 
German and hia mother Prench, he spoke beth languages, and after 
Preaching America spoke English with no foreign accent. 

It is believed that Marshal Ney wae hie uncle. At the age 
of thirteen he joined Ney and Napoleon in their march to Russia 
as drummer boy.

Mr.C.A.Harsh derives from the Maryland Group of Harsh,which 
line is by now a multitude, In looking into the older records of 
Pennsylvania and Maryland,as well as later records of Virginia and 
West Virginia,it seems fairly clear that the Line entered this 
Country from Germany in 1749.51. As is the case with all Rames in 
the early records,it is spelled in all possible ways of variation, 
However,the individuals designated are fairly easy to follow, 
because then the population was small, 


10+1741749, Conrad Harsh (Hirsh-Hersh-Hirsch etc.) arrived in 
Philadelphia,Pa, on the Ship Fane. 

9-25-1751, Friederich Harsh(Hirsch~etc. )arrived in Philadelphia, 
Pa. on the Ship Phoenix, 

They, and other arrivals thru these years, moved down thru 
Lancaster,Pa., and on down to the area where German settlements 
were being made, The area was in what is now the extreme southwestern 
line of Pa., and northwestern border of Maryland. It was unknown 
country, and both Colonies claimed it.They nearly went to war over 
the contention in 1780.Both collected taxes in it,and tried to 
enforce their Laws there.A little farther southwest, Virginia 
also claimed all the area, which also conflicted with Pennsylvania, 
Finally, the border was defined, and the area Conrad Harsh settled 
in became Adams County,Pa.,while Frederick Harsh found himself 
in Maryland,Hagerstown District. 

However,the records indicate that there were several Harsh 
families there in Pa. prior to 1765,who were Frederick, Harmond, 
John and Conrad. About that time Frederick and Harmond moved 
Southward, Harmon settled down in the Maryland area, but in later 
life he and his family returned to Adams County, Pa, 

Frederick Harsh (then written Hersh,because the B was pro- 
nounced as A — and still is in some words, like Sergeant) settled 
in the Hagertown District of Maryland, (later Washington County, Md. ) 
The U.S. Census shows that his children were born there.They were; 
Michael, who in 1800 settled in Franklin County,Pa.; Frederick Jr., 
who in 1788 settled in the area that later became Preston County, 
West Virginia; and Jacob, who stayed in the Hagerstown District, 
and founded the large group of Harsh now there. 


Frederick Harsh,Jr. is shown in the records as having settled iz 
the area that became Preston County,W.Va., in 1788. He moved there 
with a family, and his sons are recorded as Frederick, Jacob, 
Andrew and Daniel, all born in Maryland, 


These four sons stayed in Preston County,Va.,and raised their 
families there. However,we are not yet sure of their children's 
mames, so we have to study them out as we come across data. The 
early U.S.Census up thru 1840 listed only the name of the head of 
the family, and listed his children under headings,such as, under 
5 yrs. old, under 10 yrs. old, under 15 yrs. old, under 20 yrs.-etc. 
At that time, Frederick is shown with one son under 20, and Andrew 
4s shown with one son under 20,It might be assumed that Andrew 
mamed his son Andrew.However,this is not sure,Because it was the

THE NAME . GERMAN, Based upon the German noun HIRSCH, 


The general definition,expressed for English understanding of olden 
times,was DEBR, or HART,To a German its inference was Forest Ruler, 

in which regard they held the Deer, or Stag.However,the word,in German, 
also had quite a number of use-definitions, Depending on the inference 
in the conversation, It was employed to complete the suggestion of Royal 
_ Birth, Also,to mean One Shorn of Spirits.In the phrase "Der Hirseh® ,it 
intended to imply one distinguished of ten,Similar to the popular ex- 
pression,"He is one in a hundred". Inferring a rare good fellow, or 
loyal friend.In those ancient times the people called the established 
Robber Barons "Der Hirsch",.For these romantic rangers had acquired a 
reputation of the same robust flavor which is attributed to the English 
_ Robin Hood.In the same manner,they ruled the Porests,robbed the rich 
merchant caravans,and lavishly attended to the most needy wants of the 
chronically impoverished inhatBitants. HIRSCH became a base-name,from 
which a great variety of family names derived,The early records clearly 
indicate that Hirsch was pronounced closely to, but a little softer 
than Harsch,a German word which carries the same meaning as the English 
(French) word Harsh. Likely, for this reason,in later times,meaning 

two hundred years ago or more,Hirsch was frequently spelled Hersch. 
That blended it into the words Harsch and Harsh,as the older form of 
Hirsch was gradually dropped as it lost its useowmeanings,or got too 

far away from them. For in those times,then the EB occurred in the first 
syllable of names and nouns, the Germans and French, followed by the 
English,pronounced it as we use A.We still have some survivals of this, 
such as SERGEANT, said SARGENT, or SARJUNT; KEATS, said KATES; CLERK, 
then pronounced CLARK, and still is when used as @ name, etc. 


When HIRSCH or HERSCH came to America in 1740, it was immediately 
spelled HERSH by those outside the family,Inside the family,and in the 
014 German Lutheran Church records of those times, it was written 
HIRSCH, even to the second generation, But pronounced HARSH, 


The first family of HARSH arrived in Philadelphia,Pa. in 1740,from 
the German area along the Rhine, next to France,called the Palatinate. 
(It still is) The family joined the fast growing German colony locat- 
ed about 60 miles north, some west, of Philadelphia,The area is now 
known as Upper Salaford Twp. ,Montgomery County,Pa.Later,those of the 


second generation who migrated west, which was then western Pennsyivania, 


and northwestern Maryland and Virginia,promptly adopted the straight- 
forward western way of spelling a name as it sounded,and they began the 
HARSH spelling. Those who stayed in the east,of the same family members, 
drifted into the spelling HERSH, then to the pronunciation according to 
that spelling, and so it is now said, 


“$till later, JEWS adopted the name and spelling HERSH and HIRSCH, 
much to the embarrassment of the few old line HERSH.HARSH, I have

Well,- you will see in the enclosed what your 
correspondence and requests have elicited from this quarter.Just

Of course, I am interested now to see where you come in, 

As to our spelling of the name, Harsch,~ I am pretty well 
convinced, largely as a result of the review I have just had to 
make in this job, that my father would have been better warrant- 
ed in continuing the spelling Harsh, as that seems to have been 
definitely adopted by the early members of the family in this 
country as the proper Americanization of the German name *Hersch", 
*e" in German sounds much like English “a, especially in pro 
nouncing the individual letters of the name for some one else 
to write it down. Notice that in the Will of Henry”, from which 
Family ii is compiled, that the name is sometimes spelled Hersh 
and sometimes Harsh. The Will of Henry® (copy not now sent you) 
the signature was that of the testator himself, signed in German 
script, and mame spelled "Hersh", and so spelled throughout the 
probate proceedings. Phereafter, the spelling "Harsh" seems to 
have been definitely adopted, 

Well, enough of this for this time. As i said before, 
I wish you good success, and will try to cooperate further, as 
needed.

j Yours of the 22nd October came to hand at the 
above address,as I moved there the first of Wovember,. I was 
glad to hear from you but at first I could not think who you 
was ‘til I had read your letter through. Of course, I have never 
seen you, but hope I will some time in the future, God willing. 
You will find me at the above address in the future, and if you 
should get a vacation in October, 1900, would be glad to make a 
visit to Bellevue, Ohio with you. I expect to make my future 
home in Englewood, as my days are gliding swiftly by would like 
to see my old friends and relatives once more. 


How as for my anewere: My Father, Jacob Harsh, was born in 
Washington Go., Penn., also Grandfather, and Great~-Grandfather. 
My Great.Great Grandfather came to this country at the age of 
18 years; also one other brother of his. Thei 2 ther died on 
the voyage in sight of New York, but could no ES shore, and 
was buried in the briny ocean. His request was to be carried on 
deck that he might see land once more and a free country, as 
they were driven from their home in Germany, in Biran (Berne?) 
mear the River Ehine. The cause of their leaving was they had 
to become Catholics or die, or leave the country and all that 
was dear to them. They left the house and home and a lighted 
candle burning in the house. One of the boys said, "Father, the 
light is still burning in the house." The Father said: "Let it 
burn. We will go and save soul and body." After they crossed 
the Rhine they had liberty to serve God as they chose, but as 
the father was a man of seyen feet height, the King of Prussia 
Wanted him for one of his body guard, as all his guards were of 
that height. As he would not consent to that, they set sail for 
America. But the length of time on the ocean was eight monthe, 
and in the course of time their provisions gave out. Wothing 
to eat. But the Lord gent a ship to them and they were supplied, 
And when they landed on shore they had no money to pay for their 
voyage, so they found friends by the help of God that took then 
in and paid their paseage, and they worked for the men until 
the money was earned, then they were free to themselves. 


Now this is most 811 from memory, as I heard Pather ana 
Grandfather talk it over a number of times, and it so settled 
in my youthful mind % never forgot the hardships they had to 
underge. I have not got the family record, as my oldest sister 
had it, and what became of it I don't know, 


Grandfather Henry Harsh died at the age of nearly 90 years, 
He died in 1830, My Father died October 15th, 1847, at the age 
of 63 years, 2 months, less 25 days. He was a brother to your hie 
Great Grand Father, Solomon Harsh. As you have the Family Record, | - 
you know all about the relationship. As I stated my sister Eva tf 
had the Bible record. My brother John died in his 70th year. 
Re was the oldest in the family and I am the youngest of Pather's 
family. I was 76 the 6th of last May. All of my family are gone 
except your humble scribe. On my Mother's side, my mother was of 
the English, lived in England near North Wales in the third gen-

In the year 1700, or about two hundred years ago, one Henry 
Harsh, left Germany from a village located near the Rhine Falls, 
known as Tow Bridge. The cause of leaving Germany was on account 
of their religious belief, 


The Emperor of Germany gave to all his subjects the choice of 
either becoming Catholics or leaving the country, If they re- 
fused to accept one of these alternatives, they would be per« 
secuted (murdered). They held their religious services in their 
cellars but could not entirely keep it secret, so one day, a | 
good Catholic friend of Mr. Harsh's came out and told him that 
if he wanted to save his life and the lives of his family, they 
would have to leave that very night or they would all be mas- 
sacred, so he left with his wife and seven sons, taking with 
them of their belongings, as much as they could carry while 
travelling on foot, 


The two younger children were too young to walk, so they made 
saddle bags and fastened them on & cow carrying the little ones 
in bags each side of the cow, The cow also furnished them food. 
They travelled thus until they came to the Rhine River, then 
crossed the river into France and took passage for America, They 
were at sea eight months and finally reached New York harbor afe 
ter much peril. Mr. Harsh was taken ill during the voyage and 
just. caught sight of America. As the vessel reached New York 
harbor they carried him on deck so he could see the desired 
land, but he died before they landed and was buried in the ocean, 


The family landed and settled in Washington County,Pennsyl- 
vania, later coming to Garroll County, Ohio. Mr. Harsh was a 
very tall man,measuring seven feet in height, and they said 
that the king of Prussia wanted him for one of his body-guard, 
This was in the year 1700. Germany was then controlled by 
Prussia. When they left their home, one of the sons looked back 
and said: "Pather, you forgot to extinguish the light"; and the 
Father answered "in the name of God let it burn, we are leaving 
for the salvation of our souls and bodies." What a great sacri- 
fice this must have been leaving all their possessions except. 
what little they could carry with them for their cenesionse 
sake! 


I am giving this history just as Uncle Joshua gave it to us. 
The names of the third generation after they left their native 
land, Uncle did not remember,The following are from the Fourth

JOSHUA HARSH, PIONEER, DIES AT 86 


Joshua Harsh, one of the oldest of the pioneers of this 
section, passed away at the home of his son, Isaiah Harsh, 
at Ludington, Mich. ,Saturday, Feb. 12, 1910, at the age of 
86 years, 9 months and 6 days.

Interment was in 
the Peotone cemetery. <A large number of old time friends and 
neighbors attended the service and followed the remains to 
their last resting place, 

Joshua Harsh was born in Stark County, Ohio, May 6, 1823. 
He grew to manhood in that state. In 1842 he was married to 
Sarah Orwig. They settled on a furm in Ohio and lived there 
thirteen years. In 1854 Mr. and Mrs. Harsh decided to come to 
Illinois. During the following winter Mrs. Harsh and the chil- 
dren came by railroad while Mr. Harsh drove across country 
with the stock and household goods. From the Ohio home to Crom 
Point, Ind., he made the trip by sleds. Phe balance of the trip 
Was made by Wagons. 


The Harshes settled on a farm in the township of Rockville 
in Kankakee county where they lived for a number of years. Then 
a few years were spent in Joliet and in 1870 they came to 
Peotone, where Mr. Harsh engaged in the hardware and implement 
business. In 1876 he disposed of his business to his son, 1.0. 
and WN. §. Beedy. Ee moved to Kankakee where he spent a year 
in business. From 1877 to 1890 he lived on ao farm in Effinghan, 
Ill. In 1890 he returned to Peotone and opened a flour and 
feed store which he continued until the infirmities of old age 
forced him to give up all business cares. 


The last few years of his life were spent at the homes of 
his sons in Chicago and Ludington, Mich. 


Mrs. Harsh died Jan 13, 1880. Three sons survive the father. 
They are 1.0. of Iudington,- Anson, of Chicago, now in Califor. 
nia, and Henry F. of Peotone. A son and two daughters are dead. 
Five grandchildren and five great grandchildren are left. 


Barly in life Mr. Harsh identified himself with the Evan. 
gelical Association and he remained a steadfast and loyal mem- 
ber of that denomination until its division into two bodies, 
when he cast his lot with the United Evangelical branch. He 
was licensed as a local preacher and he often took charge of 
churches for a time in the absence of a regular pastor, He was 
always deeply interested in the temperance work and he did ev- 
erything in his power to advance the cause, 

Joshua Harsh was. held in highesteem by 811 who knew him. He 
took an active interest in public affairs,affiliating with the 
Republican party,but never was an office seeker,.So far as we 
Can remember he held but one office,He served one term as col- 
lector about ten years ago,

Mr. Harsh died a young man,29 years, old, through the ac- 
cident of a tree he was chopping down in the woods(the last log 
for the new family home at DeKalb,111.)falling on him. This was 
@ second ma rriage for his wife Elizabeth (Betsy) ,her first 
having been to one Abraham Burton,from which union there was 
one child, Abrahan. 

Elisabeth Ann Bowers Harsch,wife of Solomon’, says that 
Betsy,above,her mother-~in-law,often told her of what a devout 
Christian her husband was;of how he was accustomed to go off 
in the woods alone to pray,and of how he believed in and prac- 
ticed religious fasting, and sought to have her do the same, 
but that because of the necessities of nourishing her babies 
and her household duties,she could not conform as fully as 
her husband wished; she was too hungry. Also says that her 
mother-in-law was herself a devout Christian also, and unus- 
ually gifted in prayer; that after the death of John, the 
husband, that she, Betsy, and the four orphan children were 
provided for for some time by Joshua’, sa firet cousin of the 
dead husband, who built for them, or let them have the use 
of a modest house on his own premises.(Betsy, and Joshua's 
wife, Sarah, were sisters.)

The life experiences of James R.Harech embrace the follow- 
ing: attended grade schools at Bellevue,Ohio,Colorado Springs, 
Colo. ,briefly at Omaha,Nebr.,and again at Bellevue,Ohio.

This brief review is offered for the purpose of clearing the 
background relative to the HARSH family.There are two events 
that have crept into family accounts, and passed down that are 
not applicable to them as individuals,but do apply to the Col- 
ony of which they were a part, One is, the terrible experience 
of the early German stock /ceuxhs here, The second is, their 
Stock. Some Dutch settled in Port of Philadelphia in Wm. Penn's 
Times, and became the center of attention.Tfhey became the 
"Pennsylvania Dutch" /They were from Holland,just as those in New 
Amsterdam(New York City) were. Eventually,all Germans settled in 
Penn, acquired the off-hand term of Penn. Dutch. Actually, they 
were pure German stock,and had their own colony about 50 miles 
above Philadelphia, : 

Here are the facts from the Public Records,made in those 
times, 

Prior to 1709,in the area of Germany next to France,called 
the Palatinate (and still is) and soon after Martin Luther's 
time,there developed and came out of France a series of expedi. 
tions to kill off all the heretics (Protestants). The marauders 
became so bad that in 1708 and 1709 large numbers of German 
protestants escaped to England,all destitute.What little care 
was given to them became a burden on the State.Their pastor, 
Rev. Kocherthal prevailed upon Queen Anna to declare them "Deni-j 
sens of the Kingdom." Then, she provided a few ships to ship 
them to the American Colonies to produce "Ships Stores". Sepa- 
rately, at the same time,a private company obtained a grant to 
ship some of them there also,and for the same purpose.It was a 
fraud.in history it is known as the “far Fiasco." During the 
year this went on,they loaded about 3,000 Palatinates on ships 
and sent them away to a general area on the Hudson,above Wew 
York. Rev. Kocherthal took about the same number on the ships Pro- 
vided for him. No equipment or much provisions were provided for 
either party.Both groups sailed in the summer of 1708,and after 
about eight months of sailing,they arrived in dead of winter, 
and were dumped ashore.On the way over,over half of each group 
died of starvation etc.,and after landing in winter,half of then 
died. The survivors stuck it out,got settled,and became prosper-~ 
ous. The Dutch and English in New York declared that their pros- 
perity was a detriment to the public and to get rid of then, 
taxed the land away from them.Rev.Kocherthal begged his way to 
England,to obtain title to the land. He did not get it, but was 
loaded down with several thousand more,Palatinates,and returned, 

Then Wm.Penn invited the German Colony to come down into 
Penna, ,and join the small German colony he had established there, 
They did this,and frem then on the GermanColony in Penna, grew 
fast.After 1730,news of their success got back to Germany,and 
sO many more came to join them after that date,as to make it a 
great German area, 

fhe HARSH family line,first of the line in this country,came 
in 1739 and 1740,with the first large general immigration, None 


of these later families had the terrible experiences of the first a) 


comers.But the accounts,within the community,upon retelling in

Another point ,practically aki arrivals then were indentured 
to older settlers, to work out their passage costs.It was gen- 
eral. However the records show that the first Harsh family had 
means to settle by land purchase upon arrival, 

Now,as to the first arrivals.After the Wew York experience,no 
German would knowingly land there. They confined themselves te 
ships coming to Philadelphia. These were English vessels,leaving 
Rotterdam,Holland (the only port out of which it was possible 
to ship out of Burope) and required to stop at an England port, 
on the way out,(Thus, most Germans of those times merely remark- 
ed t hat they came from Holland,and later generations assumed 
that they were "Dutch"®,on this basis. A German of those times,in 
view of their troublesome background because of the Dutch,would 
have disliked the inference, 

The Port of Philadelphia required each landing ship,after 1723, 
to file at the Gourt House a List of its "Preight",being passenge 
ers, The first lists were in good detail,showing names,ages etc. 
but the job became routine,and eventually,after about 1750,turn- 
ed very sketchy. There were three lists made for as many differ- 
ent reasons, upon landing. ONE was the Gaptain's List upon arriv- 
al,and another, made at the Gourt House,were all "Freight" were 
marched to swear Allegience to the King,was signed by the heads 
of each family.Or, if the family members were shipped on differ- 
ent ships over,but all in the same fleet at the start,they always 


or over signed the sourt house list. 
As explained elsewhere herein,the name was spelled HIRSCH, And 
so written by those who signed the List.But pronounced HARSE,

Conrad Henry Harsh settled his family in the German settle- 
ment,and the first tax records available, of 1774, show the fami- 
ly in Upper Salford fownship, Philadelphia County ,Penna. (Now 
Montgomery County ,Pa. ) 

I have been able to follow, in the church and public records, 
every son of Gonrad Henry Harsh,where they settled after mar. 
riage,and their children, after them. My own line goes back to 
his son John Henry Harsh,who in later records is John Henry Harsh |

Joseph C. Harsch attended grade school and the first year 
of High School in Toledo. He prepared for college at The 
Hackley School, farreytown, New York, and graduated from Wil- 
liams College, Williamstown, Mass., in 1927. He then spent 
two years at Corpus Christi College, Cambridge University 
in England. He specialized in history at both Williams and 
Cembridge, After leaving Cambridge he joined the staff of 
The Ghristian Science Monitor in Boston in 1929 and was as- 
signed shortly thereafter to its Washington Bureau/ He be- 
gan specializing in foreign affairs in 1935. In May 1939 on 
leave of absence from the Monitor, he went to England for the 
State Department as Assistant Director of the Intergovernmental 
Committee on Political Refugees. On the cutbreak of war in 
September 1939, he returned to the Nonitor as a War correspon- 
dent and proceeded to Rome and then Berlin. He was the first 
American correspondent to serve on both sides of the European 
fighting line. He covered Berlin from late 1939 through 
January of 1941, following the German army into Prance. He re. 
turned to the States in early 1941, wrote "Pattern of Conquest"; 
his estimate of Germany's strength and weakness and the 
reasons for the inevitability of American involvement in the 
war. He then covered the Summer U.S. Army maneuvers in 
Louisiana, In November 1941, with his wife he proceeded to 
Hawaii, which they reached three days before the Pearl Harbor 
attack. His wife returned to the States after the attack and 
he went on across the Pacifie (one of the first two American 
correspondents to make that crossing following Pearl Harbor), 
reaching Java, where he was turned back by the Japs, and then 
covered the early phases of the Pacific war from Australia, 
returning to the States in mid-summer 1942. In March of 1943, 
he began regular broadcasts for the Columbia Broadcasting System 
and has since continued regular writing for the Monitor and 
broadcasts for C.B.S5. He returned to Burope briefly towards 
the end of the European war, witnessing the German surrender 
from Field Marshall Kesselring's headquarters in Austria, 
which he reached under a flag of truce team just before the 
end, He also participated in the capture of the residual 
Germen government at Flensburg shortly thereafter.

That also meant 
nothing to me at the time, so far as the connection was cones 
cerned, nor until I undertook piecing the parts together with 
the aid of your book. Now it all ties in. 


The only sad thing about it all is that so long a time 
has now passed that I probably cannot give the people who fur- 
nished the information any of the satisfaction of knowing where 
it all leads to. However, I am going to try to find and contact 
some of the (a member of) families of these two who will care 
for the information and give it to them. 


I have a strong feeling that if we just knew the right 
ones in or around Malvern, 0., or Minerva, we could get still 
much more good data. 

Since the typing of these pages has taken some time, I 
will not write more at this time.

Yours 4th instant, addressed Bremerton,Wash., 
just reached me here. Would be only too glad to help you on 
your family genealogy but am afraid can't do much for you. 

I never knew who ny grandfather's father was but do know 
they were located some vlace in Penna. My father Nicholas 
was born in Ohio. His brothers and sisters were Melancthon, 
Josiah, Zphraim, Rebecca and Blisabeth. I knew of a Philip 
Harsh, but can't place him. He was some older than father, 
and I think they were first cousins. Also another family I 
think father's cousins,- John, Emoch and Jack. 


If Col. B.R.Bekley, Atty. of Carrollton is alive, or 
his son, Harvey Eckley, also atty., might give you some in- 
formation, There is another family, "Weavers" in Findlay 
or Fostoria, (I think Findlay would reach them), that I bee 
lieve could help you. Johnathan Weaver, and his family, I 
believe would be interested. They were related by marriage, 

I believe he married Pather's aunt, but I do not know her 
mame. Mr. Weaver was a Methodist Bishop, I believe. I expect 
he is dead. If you could locate his daughter, "Addie" Weaver, 
likely married long ago, she most likely could help you. I 
knew her near 40 years ago. At that time she visited ny Pather 
and Mother and was a school teacher, and I would guess was 
about 18 years old. 


When in Yakima,Wash., last June I met a Mr. Harsch, a 
Photograrher,. I have forgotten his name, but he spelled his 
name with letter “c"® game as you do. He was from Ohio and his 
people came from Penna. They left Germany on account of ree 
ligious persecution. They had been bothered for long time and 
finally a Catholic friend that knew came to them one evening 
and advised them to not be there the next A.M.; that the order 
was out to destroy them, They took what goods they could carry 
and left that eve =~ father, mother & 3 or 4 children, and walke 
ed to the "Rhine" or some other safe place «+ then sailed for 
America. The father died just before they landed in ¥.Y.or 
some other Atlantic port. I think he said they were in sight 
of N.Y. The mother and children went on and located in Pa. I 
know they (he) can give you names of ancestors, They also have 
an old bible & some other old relics that was brought over by 
them. I saw the bible, It is yellow with age and can hardly han- 

dleit on account of crumbling to pieces. When they had got half 
mile or more away from their German home, the mother looked 
back and gaid to the father o"See,we left the candle burning 
in window."

They came among the Dutch to 
the city of Philadelphia and settled in York CGounty,this state, 
Pennsylvania. bater, SIMON (whom I believe to have been the son of 
SIMON) (thoughtold otherwise) came among the early settlers to the 
wilderness of Western Pennsylvania, and settled in what is now 
known as West Bethlehem Township, Washington County, then known as ly 
Augusta County, Virginia, but claimed by Penn. On this tomahawk nd 
land, he obtained a warrant, survey and then a patent for a tract $i 
of land, which land is in the neighborhood of the place or farm on 
which ~ was born and spent my early life (Mr.Hanna). SIMON HARSH 
died about April 2, 1801 (as that is the date letters were issued 
on his estate({, intestate, leaving a wife,Mary,to survive him and 
had children named, PHILIP, HENRY, GEORGE, JOHN, ELIZABETH, FRANCIS, 
SARAH, MARGARET, AND BARBARA, 


fhe son PHILIP HARSH is our ancester. He owned a part of the 
“old homestead farm"® of SIMON HARSH,now owned by Mr. Myer. To the 
south of PHILIP was the farm of HENRY HARS, PHILIP had children by 
the name of LEONARD, LEWIS,(Who I remember personally) PHILIP, WIL- 
LIAM, JOHN, LEVI, DANIEL, MARY BARBARA, KATIE, SUSIE, (Later married 
to TOBIAS EKENESTRICK of the old neighborhood,now long since dead) 
and CHRISTINA, who intermarred with my Grand Father, MICHAEL HILDE- 
BRAND. This you see my grand mother was CHRISTINA HARSH HILDEBRAND, 
and my mother's name Elizabeth. The said PHILIP HARSH with most 
of his children moved from the old neighborhood and settled in Ohio, 
SUSIE KNESTRICK and my grandmother ,CHRISTINA HILDEBRAND, remained 
behind, Both are burried in the Lutheran Cemetary in West Bethlehem 
fownship. SIMON, PHILIP and CHRISTINA were members of the Dutch 
Reform Church, later becoming Lutherans. The Luthern Church near ny 
home place is West Bethlehem Township. I do not know positively 
that either SIMON or his son,PHILIP, was in the Revolutionary War, 
but PHILIP was a soldier with MICHAEL HILDEBRAND in the war of 1812, 
go reported, but I have never been able to confirm this statement.

PHILIP HARSH AND CHRISTINA were married on May 2, 1783, but I have 
nothing to confirm it. By a Survey made April 26, 1786, Survey Book 
i, page 272, we learn that land now in Buffalow Township,then a 
part of Virginia and in the Ohio County, was surbeyed and later a 
patent called “Paulie” was granted to LAWRENCE STRICKER for 368% 
acres and 15 poles.

@ will of LAWRENCE STRICKER date April 1, 1816, showing his death 
occured between those two dates. The will shows that he is a resice 
dent of Buffalow Township, that his wife's name was BARBARA (Whose 
death we learn occured some time about June 17, 1817 on which date 
renunciation papers were signed in her estate and letters issued 
under date of June 18, 1817). The will of LAWRENCE STRICKER gives 
the following names of his Children: JACOB STRIKER, ELIZABETH wife 
of SAMUEL BLACK: HANNA, wife of LEWIS HARSH: MARY, wife of Abraham 
Nassches: DANIEL STRICKER; SUSAN, wife of JOHN NEWSUNG: CHRISTINA, 
wife of PHILIP HARS: WILLIAM STRIKER: and KETTERIN, wife of GEORGE 
HARSH. He gives 1/10 part of his property to his wife and to his 
mine children, to each a 1/10. 

I have no knowledge of any church records as yet to help me out 
in my search. I learn that LAWRENCE STRICKER and BARBARA, his wife, 
March 5, 1802 joined in a deed for part of their farm,with a part 
from adjoining lands to the "German Societies" or Presbyterian 
Dutch, or Dutch Reform,most of whose members later became Lutherans. 
Waturally I would believe that LEWIS HARSH, PHILIP HARSH and 
CHRISTINA, his wife, as well as my grandmother were all members of 
the "Bethlehem Ghurch", the Lutheran Ghurch in our home neighborhood, 


Letter written by Mies Harsh to Mr. Hanna. 


My grandmother Harsh was a resident of your city of Washington, 
grew up there, and was one of the girls who strewed flowers for La 
Payette on his memorable visit there. She was one of the youngest 
daughters of a widow, Mrs. Mary Mc Gully, McKay (or MeKee) first 
is correct, but she used the later form. My Grandmother, NANCY uc 
KAY went to “fhe meetings held at Pigeon Creek, at the communion 
session in the year 1831. There she met DANIEL HARSH, son of PHILIP, 
They WERE MARRIED MAY2, 1833. They went to live at Glaysville a- 
bout 16 miles from Washington, and it was there the first child 
Was born. They went to live at the old home place of PHILIP HARSH, 
and there was talk of remaining and keeping the old folks, and in- 
heriting the place, although DANIEL was the youngest child. He 
prefered to go west toOBIO. While still at the old place, their 
second son was born, and he was named PHILIP LEVI, the "First of 
40 grandchildren to be named for the grandfather", so said my grand- 
mother, Do you know many PHILIPS in the family? 

- My grandmother thought her mother-in-law was a wonderful woman. 
I have often heard her tell of her kindmess. My grandmother was 
raised to do light work, such as ladies did in the old country. 
There were no boys in her mother's family, all girls. She knew 
nothing of sewing for men, cooking, washing and ironing, gardening 
and all the work of a german farmer's wife. Her mother-in-law 
taught and encouraged her in this heavy work, and was kind and 
thoughtful of the young wife. 

By the way since 1923 I have been corresponding with Miss CARQ- 
LINE WHEELER of Indiana, who is a great great grand daughter of 
PHILIP HARSH, She is a great grand daughter of LEONARD HARSH who 
married and his daughter SARAH ANN married AMOS HAVERSTICK and 
their daughter, SARAH ANN,married JAS. WHEELER, the father of 
GAROLINE, whom I mentioned above. Miss Wheeler wrote me several 
letters. She has been to the Old Harsh Cemetary in Carroll County, 
Ohio, and she copied the dates from the tombstones there, thus:

Then she had dates of two HENRY HARSHES, a BENJAMIN HARSH, 
and a GCATEARINE, whom she thinks was the wife of HENRY, I had 
& note on a HENRY whose wife was CATHERINE and who moved to Warra , 
Ohio, from Pennsylvania in 1802, Probably the same ones. 

Our local Daughters of the American Revolution named the Chap- 
ter here for my grandmother-~-— The NANCY MCKAY.HARSH Chapter of 
D.A.R. I am very proud of that. Perhaps you have the dates of your 
grandfather, CHRISTINA HILDEBRAND. That would help. IF have DANIELS 
and I think that Miss Wheeler had LEONARD'S, The birth dates might 
help to verify ojr disprove the suppomd wedding date cf May 2, 
1783. My grandmother was so right on most of this that it seems 
odd she made the mistake of saying her wedding in 1833 was on 
their 50th wedding anniversary, if it was not. The ages on the 
stones may be wrong. 

I wonder if it would do any good to investigate the Revolutione 
ary records and lists of Pottsville and Schuyler County. My Grand- 
mother thought PHILIP came from there or that his father did. Said 
he settled there after he came from Germany and later came west. 

I am hoping we can find Revolutionary records on Lawrence Stricker. 
We can all try. If SIMON HARSH served in the Revolutionary War, 

I think he might have been with the Pottsville Germans or if in 
the New County, we might get a record there. 

Letter written by Mr. Hanna to Miss Harsh. 

I am sorry that I am still unable to tell you the date of the 
Birth of PHILIP HARSH, and that of CATHARINE,his wife, nor am I 
able to learn the date of their marriage. CHRISTINA HARSH HILDE- 
BRAND WAS born March 21, 1805 and died May 30, 1886. 

At the old cemetary at the Bethlehem Church I found a stone 
on which wae written the name of MARIA MAGDALENA HERSCH, born 
1726, but was unable to learn anything more. I found a scrap of 
the early record of the Bethlehem Lutheran Church and learned that 
the first Church Council of the church were Installed Jan. 1,1795 
and among the six men was the name of HENRY HERSCH, 

I also learned that children of PHILLIF HARSH, GEORGE HERSCH 
end HENRICGH HERSCH, and of JOHANNES HERSCH were baptised before 
the date of 1800, but the names of the children and the date of 
baptism was not to be had. The Harsh name is extinct and only a 
few descendants are yet left in the old neighborhood.

additional letter of April 18, 1947, gives just the necessary 
personal, intimate family history that enables tieing all to.

A group of Harsh individuals, now known to have constituted 
the beginning of our clan in America, arrived in this country 
at the port of Philadelphia (from Rotterdam) in 1739 and 1740, 
Three lists were made of all adult male arrivals in those days, 
and are shown in several publications. The earliest such publica. 
tion is Rupp's "Thirty Thousand Names of Immigrants", and another 
is a publication that shows photographic copies of the signatures 
on the lists, many of them simply an "X" mark with the name. And 
there is much variation in the spelling of the names. The offi.

The absence of the names of Henry,lLewis, 
Eva and Anna Barbara, from the "Import Lists® is explained by 
the fact that only the names of males of 16 years of age, or 
over, were registered, 
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Conrad Harsh settled in the German Settlement some 50 miles 
north and west from Philadelphia, and the first tax records a- 
vailable, of 1774, show the family in Upper Salford Township, 
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Philadelphia County (now Montgomery County) Penna. 


In the group above named there was a youth, aged about 7, 
named Henry, or John Henry, too young to be registered or swofn 
to allegiance as were the others, but certainly there and either 
a brother, or a son and brother, as is proven by subsequent ap- 
pearance in intimate association with these individuals in church 
records of Marriages, Baptisms and Confirmations. The records re- 
ferred to are of St. Paul's Red Hill, (old Goshenhoppén) Lutheran 
Church. This Henry Harsh, whom we henceforth call Henry, Sr., ap- 
peared in church records as godfather, or sponsor, in company 
with the girl he later married, Maria Margaretha Scholl, as god- 
mother, at the christening on Wov. 4, 1758, of a son of Simon 
Harsh, the son being given the name Henry, quite probably in 
honor of the godfather, whe Was almost certainly also his uncle, 
thatis, his father's brother, 


Going on with the same church records, the marriage above 
referred to, of HENRY HARSH (Sr,) and MARIA MARGARETHA SCHOLL 
is found to have taken place on Feb. 2, 1762, and the births of 
their children, or some of them, are subsequently registered as 
follows:

Soon after 1816 he moved to the area that is now Carroll County, 
Ohio, along with all the other Grandchildren and children of 
Simon and John Henry Harsh Sr.(Bxcept Jacob,son of John Henrfy Sr. 
whe remained in Washington County,Penna.)We have not yet found 
early church records of births in the Ohio area, but a finding 
seems in prospect.Fcr the present,we must study the U.&.Gensus. 

In those times it was taken to show only the name of the head 
of a family, and the children of the family were merely listed 
under age groups. The 1820 and 1830 Gensus indicates that Leonard's 
family ultimately consisted of three sons and five daughters, The 
1850 Gensus was the first count which listed every member of a 
family. By then, Leonard's family had pretty well scattered «- 
out on their own. But in that year he was living with one son, 
Let us look in on him then:

Another of Hocking County's early families was visited by 
death when Mrs. Solomon Harsh succumbed to the inevitable, af- 
ter a long illness. Covering quite a period of her long life. 
Mr. and Mrs. Solomon Harsh had together fought life's battles 
among those sturdy settlers, who started life in the wilderness 
to carve for themselves a home, where they have lived happily 
together ell these years. 

fhe funeral services were held Monday, May 24th,1909 at 
Union, United BrethernChurch,of which the deceased had been a 
member 56 years,being among its earliest members. Funeral 
services held by Rev. White,pastor, with Mart Goss as funeral 
director, The following short beneficial sketch tells her life's 
story. On the 19th of August, 1829 in Pairfield County,Chio, 
Mary Ann Elick first saw the light of day. Yhen but a small 
chilé her parents moved to Hocking County,Ohio,where she lived 
until some years later,meeting with a young man,who seemed to 
be providentially favored; he wooed and won her and on the 9th 
day ef Dec.1847, she became Mrs. Solomon Harsh. To this union 
were born 12 children. One brother, Da--e A. Elick of Culver, 
Ind., a loving and devoted husband, and many friends mourn her. 
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She united with the United Brethern Church at Union in 1852, 
and has always been o devoted Christian, on account of feeble 
health she has been deprived of the privilege of church attend. 
ance for many years, but was always a faithful follower of her 
Master and many times during her illness she expressed a desire 
to go and live with Him whom so loved her.

and leaves many friends who feel greatly the loss of this dear 
sicter.

Gornelius was in war at the 
time Andrew was born (May 24, 1863), so Cornelius must have been 
born before 1948. Martha wae the youngest and Cornelius next to 
youngest. There was a cousin of Cornelius (Gharles Harsh) who 
wae clder than Gorneliue, and lived in Waverly when Andrew wae 
a little boy. Andrew knows nothing about that family. 

Ae you gee my father-in-law is getting quite old, but etili 
is active and hae a good memory. But there are no records,Bibles, 
ete. If the family can be traced to the Revolution, I'd like to 
know, as Merle's niece, Elva, might want to join D.A.R. someday, 
if she were eligible. None of the family are interested in gen- 
ecology, #0 at Andrew's @eath there will be no one left with any 
knowledge of ancestors. ;

1 recently discovered and wrote to a young married couple, 
Mr. and Mre. Levi Harsh, Van WYagenor Road, Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 
He was an B.P. stationed at Roosevelt's estate at Hyde Park dur- 
ing the war and married a local girl. Hise father and mother nov 
live in Rechester, %.¥. Hie father's people gettled in Warren, 
Ohio, in early 1800's. When Levi was a young boy they lived in 
Waverly for about 15 yeare,bdut at that time my husband's people 
were evidently living in 3.d. But Andrew and son Desmond and 
hie family moved back to Waverly about 6 years ago.

It appears, from a study of what records we now know of , that 
dohn Michael Hareh settled in Lower Merion Township ,Philadelphia 
County ,Pa.(Now the area is in Montgomery County,Pa.), and Andreas 
settled just over the State Lines in few Jersey. Much of the New 
Jersey records have been destroyed or lost, so we are not just now 
eure of the matter in these sarly years. But later extant records 
indicate what is eaid above. Michrael served in the Revelutionary 
Var, as Philadelphia County, Pa. recorde show. It seens equally 
certain that Andreas muct have served in the New Jersey German 
Regiments which were formed there and in Maryland at the time, but 
we will have to wait upen a little more research to disclose thie 
likeliheod.
